The technical features of claim Ithat a big sliding block 6 with a slide tooth block 4 is 
provided in a lock shell 12, the lock block 1 sustains against the big slide block 6, the lock 
blockl has two working positions, in the first position the lock block 1 disengages firom a 
groove 15 of the lock block and the teeth of the tooth piece 3 engage with the teeth of the 
slide tooth block 4 and in the second position the lock block 1 is inserted m the ^oove of 
the lock block and the teeth of the tooth piece 3 disengage from the teeth of the slide tooth 
block 4 are not disclosed in any one of D1-D5, so it is obvious that not all the technical 
features of independent claim 1 are disclosed by any one of D1-D5, thus claim 1 has 
novelty under PCX Article 33(2); thus its corresponding dependent claims 2-5 also have 
novelty imder PCX Article 33(2).
